The story of an improbable friendship among a happy-go-lucky bush pilot, 
a young boy who is serious beyond his years, and a sandhill crane. 


'hey may be strange companions —the 

man, the boy and the crane—but to- 
gether they survive three months in the 
wilderness. What's more, the experience 
changes the lives of the man, Archie (Doug 
McClure), and the boy, David (Michael Shar- 
rett) forever. This touching story of human 
emotion, set in the majestically beautiful 
Pacific Northwest, has its US. television 
premiere on The Disney Channel on Febru- 
ary 28 at 7:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time). 
It's a Disney movie that will appeal to 
viewers of all ages. 

Archie is a rugged individualist with a 
carefree, even irresponsible lifestyle. He 
earns his living tracking the almost-extinct 
whooping cranes but has spent most of his 
time avoiding both work and creditors. He 
has a longtime girlfriend, Mae (Marj Dusay), 
who runs the small country airport out of 
which he works, but, like the rest of his life, 
he keeps that relationship light and free of 
commitment. It follows, then, that when Ar- 
chie takes off for his annual excursion 
tracking the cranes migration, he's not 
happy to find a runaway PATE on his 
plane. 

No sooner does Archie 
discover his fellow trav- 
eler than a storm forces 
them to crash land in a 
heavily forested area. 
David is fine, but Archie 
has broken his leg. The 
two go about making the 
best of a bad situation 
while they wait for some- 
one to rescue them. 

Then one day David re- 
turns to the campsite 
with an unusual egg he 
hopes to turn into an 
omelet. Archie believes it 
to be a whooping crane, 
and decides to hatch it. 
He keeps it warm, and 
soon their new com- 
panion, Ichabod, is born, 
who actually turns out to 
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be a sandhill crane, but no matter. 

As days stretch into weeks, the fight for 
survival worsens, but the friendships be- 
tween Archie and David and Ichabod 
deepen. "Ichabod is really more of a friend 
than a pet," says Frank Zuniga, the film's 
producer and director. 

“But it's the friendship that builds. be- 
tween Archie and David that makes Strange 
Companions so special" Zuniga describes it 
as the relationship between a man-child 
and a child-man. Through the weeks in the 
wilds, the childlike, devil-may-care Archie 
comes to terms with his life, realizing that 
there are people and things he does care 
about. For David, it's the first time in his life 
that he feels the pleasure of being a child. 

Then there is the relationship between 
Archie and Mae. “The hardest part of rela- 
tionships is the positive part, being able to 
express love for each other,” Zuniga says. 
“That's why I loved the script. It's about not 
being able to say, ' love you’ When Archie is 
stranded in the wilderness, his only regret 
is that he never said ‘I love you to Mae, and 
that now he might never have the chance.” 


Mae, too, feels regret when Archie is lost. 
She has been so independent that she never 
recognized how much she cared about him 
until hes gone, perhaps forever. She spends 
day after day flying over sections of the vast 
wilderness searching for Archie. 

The movie and its relationships have spe- 
cial meaning for Frank Zuniga. He had spent 
18 years doing nature films, and this was 
one of the first films he did with actors. "The 
biggest challenge, however, was having to 
shoot the film in 23 days. Nature films usu- 
ally take six months," he explains. 

But his experience on nature films 
helped him in coordinating animals with 
people to meet the tight schedule. "We were 
working with a pack of wolves, a grizzly 
bear, a brown bear, and cranes. With that 
number of animals, youre guessing whether 
you can come in on schedule. 

"First, way before shooting, we went 
through the script and got a clear concept 
of what we wanted the animals to do. Then 
training began, which usually takes about

camera off Walker, who was then leading, 
and move it to Moorcroft. 

"As I watched Moorcroft, a scenario be- 
gan to form in my mind. Here he was in the 
Olympics, in the Olympic arena. It was his 
one shot. He couldn't quit, he couldn't walk 
away, even if he was in pain. He had to 
finish. 

“As he struggled on, | saw another 
scenario taking shape. As the leaders went 
into their final lap, Dave Moorcroft was in 
danger of being lapped. The most basic 
thing in a runner's mind is never to be 
lapped. I saw Dave Moorcroft waging two 
battles: a battle to finish and a battle to 
finish without being lapped.” Moorcroft 
was victorious in both. 

“When I had this footage, | called Dave 
Moorcroft, who had gone back to London. I 
told him I wanted to interview him. Under- 
standably, he said he wanted to put every- 
thing that had happened in Los Angeles 
behind him. I told him my scenario of his 
race, about the need to finish and not be 
lapped. He was very quiet. Then he said, 
‘Youre right about the race. I'd be honored 
for you to interview me!” 

Greenspan sees Moorcroft's story as 
representing an ideal, “the philosophy that 
you can win by losing. I told him that he'd 
done more for young people by having the 
courage and determination to finish the 
race, even coming in last, than if hed won 
it. It showed young people that just be- 
cause one faces a great handicap, one can't 
just quit and walk away." 

Dave Moorcrofts story was a result of 
chance, Greenspan and his talented group 
capturing a poignant moment of the Sum- 
mer Olympics as it happened before them. 


The spectacular closing ceremonies. 


Greenspan observes of the creation of 76 
Days of Glory that "fifty percent of the 
stories evolved spontaneously and came 
about because of the competition. Fifty 
percent of the stories were predeter- 
mined —and they worked out whether the 


person won or lost? 

One predetermined sequence was that 
of American hurdler Edwin Moses—and 
his wife Myrella. 76 Days of Glory features 
Moses victory in the 400-meter hurdles, 
the second gold medal he won during the 
course of the Games. But the focal point of 
the story is Myrella Moses. As the hurdlers 
fly gracefully down the track in slow 
motion, the camera cuts back and forth to 
Myrella Moses. Though the race runs 
swiftly to a victorious conclusion for 
Moses, his wife experiences it as a lifetime, 
the camera eye capturing each emotion as 
it registers on her face. 

“That was predetermined,” Greenspan 
says. "In Helsinki, in 1982, when Ed Moses 
was making a comeback, I sat with Myrella 
in the stands. During the race I thought she 
was going to have an apoplexy. Afterward, | 
looked down at my hand and noticed the 
skin had been laid open nearly to the bone. 
That's how hard she was gripping my hand. 
At that moment in Helsinki I had a revela- 
tion. I told Myrella then and there that she 
was going to be the star of this film. 

“For the race in Los Angeles, | gave her a 
wireless microphone about the size of a 
quarter. After 20 minutes, she didn't know 
she was wearing it. Once on the field, I had 
à camera trained on her in the stands to 
record her emotions. It gives a different 
perspective on what Olympic competition 
can mean? 

Greenspan's insistence on a human focus 
yields stirring episode after stirring epi- 
sode. Who can forget the riveting contest 
between Mary Lou Retton and Ecaterina 
Szabo of Romania for the gold medal in the 
women's all-around gymnastics competi- 
tion? Greenspan's cameras capture both 
the heart-pounding excitement of the ath- 
letes and of Bela Karolyi, Retton's coach 
and the former coach of 1976 Olympian 
Nadia Comaneci. Trailing Szabo, Retton's 
chances for victory rested on one event: 
the vault. The film's tension is nearly un- 
bearable. One event, one vault—one per- 
fect ten and a gold medal for Mary Lou 
Retton. The triumph of Retton and Karolyi, 
the disappointment of Szabo are perfectly 
captured by Greenspan's cameras, 

16 Days of Glory is filled with sweeping 
power. Its stories range from judo to track 
and field, from the first women’s marathon 
ever held in an Olympic competition to the 
photographic finishes of world record- 
breaking swimmers, from the grace of 
gymnastics to the quintessential Olympic 
contest: the decathlon. 16 Days of Glory is a 
film for the entire family. Indeed, 16 Days of 
Glory is not a sports film; itis a celebration 
of all that is noble in the human spirit. V

This January two new dramatic series 
join The Disney Channel's lineup of prime 
time entertainment.

Science 
books that 
aren't boring 


Today there are science 
books written for children 
that are fun to read. One 
author who has written many 
of them is Vicki Cobb. Her 
most recent one, /nspector 
Bodyguard Patrols the Land 
of U, tells of the various 
missions of Inspector 
Bodyguard: how he mobilizes 
his Germbusters against the 
attack by General Cold Virus 
and his troops on Sinus Hill; 
and how he breaks up a traffic 
jam at Pyloric Junction when 
the taste buds overdo their 
junk-food party. She's written 
38 books, with such 
intriguing titles as Science 
Experiments You Can Eat and 
Lots of Rot. 

"L only put in the good stuff 
and leave out the boring 
stuff,” she explains, with the 
playfulness of a kid. “A 
science book has to be a 
good read. It's not enough to 
provide information. You 
have to have your own voice,

My child isn’t interested in reading— 


Jacquelyn Gross 


The question — What can I 
do when my child just isn't 
interested in reading? — was 
the one most frequently 
asked of Jacquelyn Gross 
when she toured the country, 
publicizing her recent book 
Make Your Child a Lifelong 
Reader. Jacquelyn Gross has 
many helpful pointers, based 
on years of experience as a 
researcher, an educator, and a 
mother. Underlying all her 
suggestions, however, is her 
belief that a child must have 
an image of himself or herself 
as a reader in order to 
become a good reader. 

That doesn't mean seeing 
himself as someone who does 
a good job of deciphering 
words on a page. It means 
seeing himself as someone 
who enjoys and uses books. 
Gross describes reading as an 
intellectual exercise: 

"You bring your own 
knowledge to what you read. 
You have to put your own 
thoughts into it. And for that 
reason children have to be 
personally involved. They 
have to empathize with the 
characters. They have to feel

the rhythm of the words, and 
anticipate what's going to 
happen. If they are familiar 
enough with stock characters 
that they have.an idea of what 
comes next, then everything 
isn't brand new every 
sentence. A child who has to 
read every word in every 
sentence is a terrible reader. 
He simply can't be fluid when 
that has to happen." 


Television's contribution 
“Children can learn a lot 
about dramatic construction 

when they watch television. 
In this connection, television 
can be used to advantage to 
encourage reading. There are 
many intellectual things TV 
can stimulate, providing 
theres some way of 
discussing what's happening, 
so it's not just a passive 
reception of what's on TV, but 
something active. 

“You can talk about a 
dramatic presentation, for 
instance. Talk about what 
your children liked and didn't 
like. From TV children can 
also learn about literary

“Even fairy tales are 
scrubbed of three-syllable 
words, complex thoughts and 
characters." 

She dislikes the fact that 
the orientation of teachers is 
much more for programmed 
materials, such as work 
sheets, and that theres 
almost no time given to 
reading for pleasure. Children 
must learn how to decode 
words, sentences, and 
paragraphs, to be sure, but if 
they are to become eager 
readers, they have to want to 
read and enjoy reading. 

“Children will want to read, 
if it's something they feel 
competent and confident in 
doing. But too often the 
manner in which reading is 
taught makes children feel 
self-conscious and 
embarrassed, contributing to 
loss of confidence.” 


What can parents do? 
Starting at the beginning, 
they can read with their 
preschool age children. 
Gross would certainly agree 
with the words of Secretary 
of Education William J. 
Bennett and Jim Trelease in 
the last issue of The Disney 
Channel Magazine about the 


value of reading aloud to 
small children. They enter 
school with a love of reading 
and an eagerness to learn 
how to read themselves. 

After the pleasant 
introduction, the trick is to 
keep that love of reading 
alive. One way is to continue 
reading aloud, even after a 
child has learned to read 
himself. By reading aloud 
books that are more 
advanced than those the 
child would read on his own, 
youre stimulating his 
imagination, his ability to 
think, and whetting his 
appetite for more advanced 
books. 


“Another old secret is to 
have around interesting 
things to read,” she 
continues. That is, books and 
magazines that reflect your 
child's interests. Jacquelyn 
Grosss son loved soccer 
when he was a youngster, so 
she looked for anything that 
had to do with soccer: books 
on the history of soccer, 
biographies of Pelé, whatever. 

In that connection, she 
says that frequently parents 
discourage children from 
reading by insisting that they 
read “quality books.” A book 


doesn't have to be a classic 
to be intellectually or 
emotionally worthwhile. 


Writing and reading 

Writing is another way to 
encourage reading. Children 
can write letters on issues 
they care about. They can 
write to advertisers or public 
institutions. Or they can write 
away for materials in order to 
help plan the familys summer 
vacation. 

They can write short 
stories for younger siblings or 
neighbors; plays to act out for 
the family. Funny stories 
posted on bulletin boards 
and notes back and forth 
between parents and children 
are engaging and fun. All of 
this reinforces a child's 
confidence and competence 
in reading, writing, and 
speaking. 

In her book's introductory 
chapter to parents, Jacquelyn 
Gross writes: “The greatest 
gift you can bestow upon 
your child is the assurance of 
your love. The second 
greatest gift you can give him 
or her is a set of intellectual 
tools with which to 
experience life in the most 
rewarding way possible.”

“Kids have to participate. 
I don't always tell the 
answer. I give them the 
procedures. Nature doesn't 


lie. They'll get what theyre 
supposed to get.” 

Serious for a moment, Vicki 
describes a study addressing 
the question: Why is science 
frequently considered to be 
difficult? “The researchers 
found that science is taught 
in a linear way: that is, D 
follows C, which follows B, 
which follows A. If the student 
misses a step, he doesrit have 
an intellectual framework to 
use in organizing the in 
formation he learns. He then 
panics, and his mind becomes 
blocked. I try to present 
a structure on which to hang 
the information,” she says. 

“I put my own personality 
into my books," Vicki 
enthuses. "Its not good 
enough to be a conduit. You 
have to be very true to 


yourself. And I never begin a 
book with a truism. It's 
insulting to children. You 
have to elicit feeling." And 
Vicki does that. 

When Vicki wrote Lots of 
Rot, she began the book: 
“Want to smell something 
rotten?” Her publisher 
changed the sentence to read: 
“Rotten things sometimes 
smell bad.” The author ended 
up changing publishers. 

Vicki loves science and 
always has, and she wants to 
impart that enthusiasm to 
others. She demands of 
herself that she entice kids to 
at least be interested in 
science, even if they don't 
love it. She puts it this way: “If 
mine is the first science book 
they read, and it's the last one 
they read, I've failed.”

six weeks. Just as the animal training was 
peaking, we were ready to start shooting. 
And we made the 23-day schedule" 

The cranes were trained by Robert Bice, 
who Zuniga describes as *more bird than 
man,” But even Bice’ sensitivity to the crea- 
tures couldr't produce training, according 
to Zuniga. He could only coax. 

Heres Bice's view on training birds: 
"When an actor doesrit perform well, you 
can fire him. You can't fire a bird. All you can 
do is increase or decrease the sup 
mealworms, their favorite delicac 
brought 60,000 such worms with him to the 
shooting location, and before he was 
finished, he had to order 60,000 more. 

Equally difficult, according to Zuniga, is 
getting actors to be natural around animals, 
who are unpredictable. It's one of his fas- 
cinations with this sort of movie. It has to be 
very improvisational. 

Doug McClure and Michael Sharrett 
scored high marks from Zuniga in that re- 
gard. "A lot of Doug's performance, by his 
own telling, was enriched by Michael's nat- 
uralness and ability to act spontaneously.” 

McClure made his contributions, too. 
There’ one scene in particular that Zuniga 
remembers as an example of extraordinary 
improvisation: “The grizzly is supposed to 
break down the door of their cabin, but he 
pushed it down before Doug McClure said 
his dialogue. Spontaneously, Doug took a 
punch at the bear, The bear pulled back and 
looked at him as if to say, ‘Did you really do 
that?’ There was a momentary pause when 
we all sucked in our breath. Doug got out 
his lines, and the bear continued to break 
down the door”

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This issues “Disney Channel Families’ column focuses on “the perfect child,” and how to help your child to not be one. 
How to Be a Perfect Person in Just Three Days, currently being shown on The Disney Channel, is an uproarious fantasy about a 
bumbling kid who thinks he wants to be perfect, until a “perfectologist” sets him straight. The movie is funny, 
but the question it raises about children striving to be perfect is serious. 


Childhood and the Magic of Imperfection 


“A few imperfections at your 
age is to be expected,” says Dr. 
Silverfish, “a perfectologist,” 
to a 12-year-old client in How 
to Be a Perfect Person in Just 
Three Days. But the boy des- 
perately wishes to be perfect. 
He's tired of the exasperated 
looks thrown his way when he 
knocks over a pitcher of milk, 
or misunderstands a teacher's 
instructions. 

It's a zany tale, but at the 
heart of it is a plea for the 
child's freedom to make mis- 
takes. As Dr. Silverfish ex- 
plains: *Being perfect means 
never doing anything wrong, 
which means never doing any- 
thing at all. Perfect is boring” 

Dr. Silverfish, for the sake of 
an entertaining story, is quite 
nutty. But in real life, there are 
serious people in the field of 
childhood development who 
would agree with the essence 
of what Silverfish says. One of 
them is Dr. David Elkind, Pres- 
ident of the National Associa- 
tion for the Education of 
Young Children. In his highly 
acclaimed book, The Hurried 
Child, he writes: “No matter 
what philosophy of life we es- 
pouse, it is important to see 
childhood as a stage of life, 
not just as the anteroom to 
life. Hurrying children into 
adulthood violates the sanc- 
tity of life by giving one period 
priority over another.” 

Janis Lubin Minton, a child 
development specialist,” 
shares Elkind’s concern about 
the child who is pushed to 
achieve too early. She says: 
“We read about parents using 
flashcards to elicit responses 
from infants and children who 
are pushed to read by age five. 
Being perfect is the motto for 
many children of the Eighties. 
These children are forced to 


achieve more, earlier than any 
other generation. They have 
fears of failure and cannot tol- 
erate failure as a means of 
growth. The stress has be- 
come too great for too many 
children. 

"Children must be allowed 
to be children. Their mistakes 
offer opportunities for learn- 
ing to solve problems. Even 
babies need to stack blocks 
and have them fall down, suc- 
ceeding and failing each step 
of the way. As children grow 
older, they have a need to 
continue to experiment. 

“A ‘perfect’ child, overly 
concerned with achievement 
and with being ‘good; misses 


they just can't do anything to 
make things better. 

* listen carefully to what your 
child says. 

*recognize the limits of a 
child's ability. A slower child 
may be bright but work in 
such a way that he needs help 
to finish all of a task. 

*try not to put too much aca- 
demic pressure on your child 
in the early years. 

* be careful about pushing 
children into particular ac- 
tivities, such as sports. Some- 
times it can be more the 
parents wish than the child's 
own desire for enjoyment. 

* be aware of a child's talents. 
Encourage an interest or skill

the crucial experiences of nor- 
mal childhood when he can 
make mistakes, learn from 
them and form his own ideas. 
Through that process, he or 
she gains confidence in mak- 
ing decisions. Hell also begin 
to empathize with others in a 
not-so-perfect world” 

How can parents protect 
their child's childhood? Janis 
Lubin Minton offers the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

Parents can 

*regulate the stimulation in 
their child's life to a level he 
can handle. 

* tolerate their child's emo- 
tions and conflicts with empa- 
thy and the safety of limits. 

* teach children that everyone 
makes mistakes, even 
parents. 

*talk about and help develop 
empathy for others who make 
mistakes, and help children 
understand that sometimes 


that can serveas a source 
of pride and self-esteem. 

Lest this sound like parents 
must be perfect even if chil- 
dren aren't, Selma Fraiberg, a 
noted authority in child devel- 
opment, wrote in her book 
The Magic Years: 

“If we read our evidence 
correctly, it appears that par-

ents need not be paragons; 
they may be inexperienced, 
they may be permitted to err 
inthe fashion of the species, to 
employ sometimes a wrong 
method or an unendorsed 
technique, and still have an 
excellent chance of rearing a.

His friend Boris wants 
to make money from the pre- 
dictions so he can get his 
mother out of debt. 

Far-fetched fantasy? Not for 
Mary Rodgers, who wrote the 
book by the same name on 
which the film is based. “Not 
having enjoyed my own child- 
hood very much is probably 
my motivation for writing 
stories that enable children 
to remove themselves from 
reality for a while.” 

Mary Rodgers is the daugh- 
ter of famed composer Rich- 
ard Rodgers and of Dorothy 
Rodgers, with whom she 
wrote "Of Two Minds," a 
monthly column that ran in 
McCall's Magazine during the 
"70s. Mary makes no bones 
about how she feels about her 
childhood: "It was affluent, 
normal —and unhappy. 

"Everyone says childhood 
is so much fun, the best time 
of life. Not true! I didn't start 
having fun until I was 30. Kids 
face lots of problems. It's diffi- 
cult to grow up"

BUD GREENSPAN 
AND THE HUMAN DRAMA OF SPORTS 


or Bud Greenspan, 
F the writer, producer 

and director of the 
E monumental film 16 
Days of Glory, the individual 
human dramas that lie behind 
athletic competition have al- 
ways been his point of focus. 
“Were dramatists and human- 
ists first, not jocks,” Green- 
span says of himself and his 
co-workers. "Were concerned 
with telling the story of people 
who just happen to excél in 
athletics. But we would use 


the same kind of approach if 
we were doing a film about 
Baryshnikov and the ballet, or 
Placido Domingo and opera. 
Its the hours of practice and 
preparation, the personal 
dedication and discipline, that 
makes an interesting story.” 
Its also an approach that 
has won considerable success 
and personal satisfaction. As 
Greenspan points out, “People 
will watch one of my films and 
then say to me, ‘You know, I'm 
not a sports fan, but I loved 


that film. It made me a fan.’ 
Well, theyre right, theyre not 
sports fans—but they do like 
people. And people are what 
my films are about.” 

Greenspan started his ca- 
reer as a sportscaster. His in- 
volvement with sports film 
began in the '50s as a result of 
a story he wrote for Reader's 
Digest on the black American 
weightlifter John Davis. 

“Here was this tremen- 
dously powerful man, well be- 
fore the days of civil rights, 
who was competing interna- 
tionally,” Greenspan recalls. 
“But when | interviewed him, 
what intrigued me was that he 
was a singer. His great ambi- 
tion was to sing opera one day 
with the Met. 

| did the story for Reader's 
Digest. Back then they didrit 
use photographs. The piece 
was well received, but every- 
one wanted to know what this 
man looked like. I said, Tm 
going to make this into a film’ 
I didn’t know what I was doing. 
Fortunately, it turned out to be 
a hit and I thought, ‘This is 
what I want to do.” 


FRED MACMURRAY’S 
LIFETIME ACHIEVEMENT 


veryone from 
E Mickey and Minnie 
(28741) Mouse to the legend- 
GG ary director Billy 
Wilder was in attendance at 
the recent Hollywood tribute 
to Fred MacMurray, who re- 
ceived the University of 
Southern Californias Lifetime 
Achievement Award "for out- 
standing service in the enter- 
tainment field." MacMurray 
was "a born great actor who 
didn't have to go to any acting 
Schools," observed Wilder. 
While MacMurray is today 
best remembered for his roles 
in such classic Disney come- 
dies as The Absent- Minded 


Professor and The Shaggy Dog 
(which airs on The Disney 
Channel during this program- 
ming period), as well as the 
"60s TV series My Three Sons, 
his acting range spanned 
comedy and drama. An im- 
pressive selection of film clips 
highlighted the star's career, 
which included such classics 
as Double Indemnity and 
The Caine Mutiny. 

But it was his association 
with Disney that provided 
MacMurray with his most un- 
usual career achievement: 
winning the Popscar for The 
Shaggy Dog. 

As he explained to the au- 


dience, the Popscar was “a 
statue designed like an ear of 
corn. I received it after The 
Shaggy Dog sold more pop- 
corn in the lobbies of theaters 
where it played than any other 

picture that year.”
